| oF THE RoBEson County Ovt- 

LAWS—SHOOTING ‘OF FLOYD OXENDINE 
BY JOHN LocKLEAR, Etc.—From the 
Wilmington Star of the 12th inst. we 
get the following particulars of which 
the above caption speaks. We are at 
a loss to comprehend the acticn of the 
Marion county authorities : 


“From a gentlemen just returned from 
Robeson county we lcarn that a Sheriff’s 
posse, consisting of William Wilson, the 
slayer of the notorious outlaw, Andrew 
Strong, Floyd Oxendine, who also 
figured somewhat in that tragic occur- 
rence and William ,McClenney, weat 
across the line into Marion county, 8. 
C., some time last week, in pursuit of 

Stephen Lowrey and John Locklear, 
“the former being the only remaining 
f}member of the band of outlaws of 
which the famous Henry Berry Lowrey 
was once the leading spirit, and tle lat- 
ter being accused of the murder of the 
McLeod family in Cumberland county, 
some years ago. 

Mr. Wilson and the others returned 
on Tuesday, and reported that they came 
np with John Locklear in Marion coun- 
ty, Lowrey having disappeared before 
their arrival. As the posse neared the 
house, Mr, Wilson called to Locklear to 
come out, when the latter replied by 
threatening to shoot him if he did not 
leave. The party continued to advance, 
however, and had come within a few 
hundred yards of the house, wuen Lock- 
lear fired upon them, shooting Floyd 
Oxendine and wounding him severely, 
though not dangerously, in the neck, 
breast and hand, while, in the midst of 
the confusion which ensued the mur- 
derer escaped through through the back 
door and beat a hasty retreat. Mr. Wil- 
son and party followed the fugitive, who 
was making his way towards his old 
haunts in Robeson county, and finally 
succeeded in getting a warrant for his 
arrest from a magistrate be the name of 
Lee, which was placed in the hands of 
a special deputy. After a vigorous pur- 
suit the party finally came up with 
Locklear and succeeded in effecting bis 
arrest, the special deputy formally de~ 
livering the prisoner into the hands Of 
the posse from Robeson county. E'ated 
at their success in securing at least one 
of the villainous desperadocs of who™ 
they were in pursuit, Mr. Wilson an 
his friends started homewards'with thei! 
prisoner, Who had been securely ironedr 
when, as they had reached a point 
within about two miles of the line, they 
were approached and halted by Sneriff 
Berry, of Marion county, accompanied 
by Deputy Sheriff A, P. Brigman, tor- 
merly of this city, who proceeded to 
arrest the whole party and made them 
retrace their steps to Marion C. H.— 
Here they were arraigned before Justice 
Lee, the same magistrate who had 
issued the warrant forthe arrest of 
Locklear, when the latter was uncondi- 
tionally turned loose, while Mr. Wilson 
and his party were only released on the 
payment to the Sheriff and magistrate 
of the sum of $641.90.”

SUNDAY NIGHT’S DISPATCHES. 


Sunday’s Telegrams Condensed. 

It is understood that the Republicans 
in the Arkansas Legislature will make 
no caucus nomination for U. S. Senator. 
The Democrets hold the balance of

A dispatch from Minneapolis, Minn., 
dated Jan. 11th, says the snow storm 
on the St. Paul and Pacific Railroad 
was the severest ever known. At asta- 
tion called Kirkhaven there were several 
far:ners, when the storm burst upon 
them and during its prevalence they 
left with their teams for home, and very 
few of them have since been heard from. 
One wagon was found containing a Miss 
Poland and a boy, both of whom were 
frozen to death. Many teams, both 


‘oxen and hor:es, are found frozen in 


dri’ts, and the fate of their owners is 
unknown. 

New Orleans ‘s reported quiet and the 
politicians active. There is a quorum in 
both legislatures. The Fusionists are 
making extensive prepartions to inau- 
nurate Gov. McEnrey. Pinchback will 
inaugurate Kellogg on Monday. 

Ubassey will reply to Dion’s chal- 
lenge ef Tuesday for a billiard match ac- 
cepting the terms except the num- 
ber of games.

The Secretary of the Treasury decides 
that except in cases where the circum- 
stances were peculiar it is inexpedient to 
commence suit for the recovery of du- 
tics upon yoods in bonded warehouses 
within the linesof the Confederacy at 
the time the war opened, or for the re- 
covery of duties on goods imported into 
said States while the jurisdiction of the 
United States was interrupted. 

The diplomatic correspondence ac- 
companying the President’s Annual 
Message has just been published. It 
appears from the documents that our 
government addresses ietters to all of 
our Ministers in Europe, instructing 
them to represent to the governments to 
which they are accredited the deep in- 
terest taken by the United States in the 
Jews of Roumania, and to ask their 
good offices in protecting them from 
outrage and persecution. It is oflicially 
represented thatthe ill-treatment is not 
connected with any religious question, 
but concerns labor; and that the Rou- 
Manian government finds it a difficult 
task to so act us to preserve the public 
tranquility and at the same time satisty 
public opinion. 

The Roumapian people call upon 
their Government to take measures to 
prevent the country being overrun by 
Jews, and the authorities hesitate to 
take the required action through fear 
of offending the tolerant -spirit of 
Europe. Owing to this state of things, 
the country is kept in a constant state 
of agitation which, prejudicial +s it is to 
the interest of the province, se: vcs the 
aims of those who desire to render 
stable government impossibie’ in 
Roumania and thus, to fatilitate its 
absorption by neighboring powerful 
states. 

Mr. Peixotte, our Consul at Bucha- 
rest, in &@ cOmmunication to the State 
Department says: “It is a source of 
satisfaction to know that the action al- 
ready taken, and that contemplated by 
the powers directly partaking of politi- 
cal control, served to hasten the results 
had in view by our government, when 
in my appointment it sought to exercise 
a@ moral influence in the same direc- 
tion. 

A dispatch from Eutaula, Alabama, 
gives the particulars of the bursting of 
one of the flues of the boiler of the 
steamer St. Clair, at 12:30 Saturday 
night, by which 13 deck hands, mostly 
colored, were scalded. One died imme- 
diately, one was drowned, two mortally 
hurt and one unaccounted for. 

Washington advices state that Messrs 
Robb and Savage, ot the Commission 
to enquire into Mexican depredations 
on the Texas frontierJwere to have Iecft 
to day for Chicago, where they will be 
joined by Gen. Osborne, rece.tly ap- 
pointed a member of the Commission. 
Judge Moore, of Illinois, is Secretary of 
the Commission. The Commiuiss..:. 
have the authority to employ a transla 
tor and interpreter and to make such 
other arrangemeats as will render the 
mission effective. At their suggestion 
cavalry will be stationed at severa) 
places along the Rio Grande to guard 
the most exposed points. 

Recent Mexican advices state that 
Gen. Cortina is raising an army and 
will issue a pronunciamento on the 15ib 
of March, taking possession uf the Mex- 
ican frontier, acting independently of 
the Mexican Government. 

The Mexican Congress has adjourned 
without taking action on the extension 
of the Mixed Claims Commission, con- 
sequently the Commission will expire 
next March or April, leaving many 
cases unadjudicated.

Lonpon, Jan. 13.—A diepateb to the 
agent of the Associated Press, from a 
friend of the Imperial family at Chisel- 
hurist, gives the following description 
of the scehe there: The remainsof the 
late Emperor have been placed in the 
coffin. ‘The corpse is dressed in the uni- 
form of a field marshal. The upper 
lip is bare, the meustache having been 
cut off to facilitate the taking of the 
plaster cast. The beard, which reniains, 
is brown and bushy. The features are 


{stern and careworn, and have an expres- 


sion of pain. The Grand Cordon Le- 
gion of Honor lies across his. breast. 
The hands, which were ungloved, were 
disposed in ancasy and natural manner, 
the right hand clasping the iett. On 
the fourth finger of the left baud i a 
ring with several diamonds, and which 
was placed there by the Empyess. <A 
small cross of exquisite workmanship 
lies on his breast, and on the corpse is 
placed three sprigs of holly. Over the 
head a crown of violets is suspend- 
ed. At the foot of the cofiin is 
the brass comp be:istcad on which the

Religious 
‘services were held this morning im the 
Chapel, which was_filled to repletion, 
Princess Mathilde, Rouher and Pietreo, 
and Drs...Counean and Corvisart were 
present, Father Goddard attempted to 
preach, but was overcome by his feel- 
ings, and was compelled to leave the 
pulpit. 

Bencditti arrived at Chiselhurst to- 
day and was received by the Empress. 
M. Olivier and Marshal McMahon are 
expected at 3 o’clock to-morrow. Prince 
Murat and suite arrived this P. M: Great 
numbers of people from France’ are 
expected to come to the funeral. The 
southeastern and northern railways of 
France have reduced the rates of tare 
forthe poorer classes attending the 
funeral. It 1s reported that the Prince 
Imperial has already assumed the title 
of Napoleon 1V. This:eport is doubt- 
less incorrect, but it is true that the 
Prince is now addressed as “Sire” by 
all visitors at Chiselhurst. The impres- 
sion is gaining ground that the Empe- 
ror died from effects of chloroform 
administered to assuage pain.

Paris, Jan, 13.—It is said that the 
French Government will permit the 
final interment of Napoleon’s remains in 
France, ifthe funeral is made strictly 
private and,deceased is buried a3 Ex- 
Emperor, not as Empercr.

THE WESTERN NORTH CAROLL 
NA RAILROAD. 


We publish below an article from the 
Hickory Tavern Eagle, in regard to the 
sale of the Western North Carolina Rail- 
road. Since that article appeared,there 
has been another pestponement of the 
sale for another sixty days, which gives 
a little breathing spell to the State, 
before the sacrifice of her interests is 
made. 

From the account given below, it will 
be seen that the Attorney General, Hon. 
William M. Shipp, appeared for the 
State and Judge Merrimon for the 
Southern Security Company, when the 
motion was made betore Judge Dick, at 
chambers, to enjoin the sale which had 
been ordered under a decree of the 
Circuit Court. We do nut know whether 
the Southern Security Company has 
any connection with the Pennsylvania 
Central or not, but the charge is made 
in some of the newspapers. 

The Editor of the Hickory Tavern 
Eagle is a very reliable gentleman, and 
we take it his information comes trom 
responsible sources. It will not do to 
sacrifice two millions of dollars for a 
debt of two hundred thousaud—if there 
is apy possible way to avoid it. 

Judge Cloud, at chambers in this 
city, on last Friday, after argument by 
counsel, decided adversely to the claims 
of Col. 8. McD. Tate as President of 
the Road, and in favor of Dr. W. H. 
Howerton. 

Col. Tate claimed under the Warren- 
Jarvis Legislative appointment, and 
Howerton under the appointment of 
Gov. Caldwell. An appeal has been 
taken to the Supreme Court, and there 
is a probabiiity that a decision will be 
made at the present term of that tri- 
bunal. 

The Hickory Tavern Eagle commented 
as follows, soon after the first postpone. 
ment of the sale : 


The sale of the Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad is postponed for 60 days. 
A motion to enjoin the sale was agrced 
to_before Judge Dick at chambers, last 
week, by Attorney enipe for the State, 
and Judge Merrimon for the Southern 
Security Company. Both lawyers 
agreed to the postponement. We don’t 
know much about railroad rings, but if 
there is not something infernal!y rotten 
about this road we are badly deceived. 
The fraud committee appointed by the 
Legislature willnot find it however. 
It is better the ring {should have ¢200,- 
000, than the road—worth several mil- ? 


pay the debt 5 times over. It is shame- 
ful that the road should pass into the 
hands of an unscrupulous ring for 4 
mere song. It willbe a reproach to the 
State and the Legislature, and they will 
it find out when it is too late. Let 
the rottenness be exposed, but redeem 
tho road first. Suppose there is fraud, 
in the inanagement of the road and the 
legislative committee so finds, of what 
avail will it be to the Legislature? The 
road is to be sold under a decree of 
court, and no amount of fraud in the 
possession of a legislative commit- 
tee can prevent it. If the inves- 
tigation has been sect on foot, with a 
view of eliciting facts to influence an 
appropriation whereby the road can be 
redeemed, well enough. However, if 
such a policy be neecssary to secure this 
much needed legislation in behalt of the 
road, the whole thing will prove a fizzle. 
The Committee will not get the facts, 
as we believe. If there isany combina- 
tion or ring, the head centre is in New 
York. Tbe combining, conspiring and 
contederating has been there. The con- 
spirators are not known, We know 
there is a Southern Security Company, 
whose headquarters is probably in New 
York, and that they have, T fair or 
foul means, got possession of $200,000,- 
000 mortgage bonds on our road 
issued but to pay for blasting a few 
rock in the neighborhood of Asheville. 
We know that more than two mil- 
lions of dollars of property is about to 
be sacrificed to pay this debt. We 
know that but few people appear to 
know or care what becomes of the road. 
We know that Mr. McAden has one or 
two deeds for the road, Sheriff's deeds. 
We know that Mr. McCorkle, of New- 
ton, has claims under a similar title.— 
We know that Mr. McAden has two 
suits now pending in Catawba court, 
for the possession of the road. We 
know that Dr. Mott claims to be Presi— 
dent. We know that Colonel Tate has 
similar claims, and until recently that 
Dr. Howerton claimed to be President. 

We know that Littlefield and Swep- 
son and Woodfin and others have been 
mysteriously connected and interested 
in the road, and this is about all we do 
know and can find out, 

But we btlieve there has been some 
first class swindling and rascality at the 
bottom of the whole concern. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 

After the above article in relation to 
the Western North Carolina Road was 
in type, the Ashecitle Pioneer was re- 
ceived, giving the other side of the 
question, and contending that it is to 
the interests of the people of the State, 
and especially those of Western North 
Carolina, for the Road to be sold under 
the mortgage. 

The Pioneer is a Radical paper, and 
its arguments would have had more 
weight with us if it had viewed matters 
from a non-partisan stand-point. The 
burden of its song isto show that the 
Republican party of North Carolina 
will be injured by the action of Gov. 
Caldwell, in having the sale postponed. 
As the Pioneer, in its comments on the 
subject, seems to be influenced chiefly 
by a desire to advance the interest of 
the Radical party, we should regard its 
opposition to the postponement of the 
sale as a Radical measure but for the 
fact that the Asheville Citizen, the Con- 
servative organ of the Eighth Congres- 
sional District, is also in favor of the 
sale. 

Speaking of the action of the Gov- 
ernor, the Pioneer says: ‘“ This inter 
ference of Goy. Caldweil took every one 
West of the Blue Ridge by surprise, and 
filled the public mind with painful ap- 
prehensions for the future of this portion 
of North Carolina. Various surmises 
are afloat in regard to the impelling 
motive of Gov. Caldwell, in the perilous 
action be has taken.” 

The Pionecr then proceeds to give the 
reasons why the sale should take place. 
Ut the facts as stated by that paper be 
true, a different phase is put upon the 
matter. At the same time, we 
are still of opinion that the sale 
ought to have been postponed, 
in order to give an opportunity 
to lock into the transaction, and sec it 
there is no possible way to prevent the 
sacrifice of the interest of North 
Carolina. We look to those interests 
alone. and not to the interestsof any 
individual or corporation. We believe 
there is some fraud connected with the 
sale of the Western Road, and we are in 
favor of ferreting it out, before the pro- 
perty is sold. Weare anxious for the 
people of Western Nerth Carolina to 
have their Railroad built, and we would 
advocate any practicable scheme for the 
compietion of the Western Road, 
provided it could be done without 
detriment to the State. 

Weknow nothing of the ability of 
the Southers Security Company to carry 
out their pecuniary obligations, and we 
should greatly regret to see a Road 
which cost the State six millions of dol- 
lars pass into the hends of any persons 
or bodies politic fora debt of two or 
three hundred thousand. 

In order, however, to give the other 
side of the question, we make the fol- 
lowing extracts from the Pioneer's arti- 
cle, before referred to: 

“No one offers to deny that there have 
been gicat irregularities and frauds in 
the management of the affairs of the 
Eastern Division of the Western North 
Carolina Road, and that the Etate and 
the private stockholders have been in- 
jured thereby. No one can deny that, 
by means of these irregular and fraudu- 
lent practices, certain parties have be- 
come the creditors of the corporation, 
whose demands, though insignificant 
as compared with the cost and value 
of the road, cannot be resisted and must 
be paid. 

The company is insolvent and cannot 
pay this debt. 

The Legislature has refused to pay 
it, and will continue to refuse ta pay it 
-—the State credit and capacity to pay 
being a little better than that of the 
company.

Resurrected—A Dead Communist 
Restored to Life. 


There is quite a remarkable story in 
the London Globe, which purports to 
come from Paris, and relates to scientific 
operations there which reminds one of 
the stories of Edgar Poe. It is related 
that a German Professor begged two 
condemned Communists, named Dodu 
and Brun, from M. Thiers, 1n order that 
he might, as a scientific experiment, kill 
them and bring them to life again at 
the end of three months after death. 
His plan was to inject @ solution of calx 
into the system, by which decompos} 
tion was to be prevented ; and, accord- 
ing to this theory the patient might be 
revived, not only at the end of three 
months, but of three hundred yeurs, ac- 
cording to desire. In the presence of 
medical men and public functionaries 
the Professor, having administered chlo- 
roform to each of the men, injected the 
solution and then bled them till they 
died. The corpses were then desicated 
by the heat of the furnaces till they 
shrivele@ and till the skin became yel- 
low like leather. 

In this state they remained in a 
moderate temperature for the prescribed 
three months, and then the process of 
revivication began by injecting the 
blood of two healthy laborers and by 
the application of the galvanic battery. 
The process completely failed in the case 
of Dodu; butin the case of Brun the 
result was, to say the least, surprising. 
First, the opaque eye-balis rolled in 
their yellow sockets, the muscles began 
to twitch, the heart to beat; and, at last, 
after 14 hours of treatment, Brun spoke, 
rose from the table, swallowed a bow] 
of beef tea and several ounces of brandy, 
and audibly grumbled of soreness in his 
limbs and of painin the regions that 
had rested on the table. He is said to 
be now alive and well in Switzerland, 
under the assumed name of Fourbe, 
while a post-mortem examination 
showed that a fatty degeneration of the 
heart had prevented the revival of 
Dodu. The attention of persons wish- 
ing to be revivified is called to this cir- 
cumstance, as showing them that heart 
— is especially to be avoided by 
them.

sident on Louisiana Affairs 
ot Judge Dubosee-Con- 
gressional. 
WAsHINGTON,Jan. 18.—The President 
sent to tke House of Representatives 
to-day, in answer to a resolution of that 
body of the 16th of December last, a 
mass of papers upon the subject of Lout- 
siana political affairs, furnished by 
Attorney General Williams. The papers 
embrace copies of the judicial proceed- 
ings, correspondence by mail and tele- 
graph, memorials and other matter, 
nearly all of which have heretfore been 
before the puolic, The following tele- 
gram from General Emory, dated New 
Orleans, January 11th, to the Adjutant 
General’s office, closes the correspon- 
dence: “As Mr. Kellogg has been de- 
clared, by Gov. Pinchbeck and the 
Legislature which he recognizes, as the 
Governor elect of Louisiana, I presumc 
it is intended by my instructions that 1 
shall also recognize him, and shall ac- 
cordingly do so unless otberwise 1in- 
structed. I addressed letters to the Gen- 
eral commanding the army on the 8th 
and 9th, but they may not reach in time 
for action. The situation is becoming 
more complicated, and in my opinion 
the use of the troops simply to keep 
the peace cannot lead to a satisfactory 
or permanent solution of the difficulties 
here.” 
The report of the Attorney General, 
alluded to by the President in his mes- 
sage, does not accompany the papers. 
Tue speech of General Dubose Satur- 
day, favoring Government aid in behalf 
of the Atlantic and Great Western Ca- 
nal, attracts general attention. The 
burden of his argument was against the 
unconstitutionality of the aid which is 
asked. He furnished facts and figures 
showing that the work was a national 
necessity. 
The House adopted a resolution for 
an inquiry into the conduct of Judge 
Durell. of Louisana, with a view to his 
impeachment. An animated discussion 
occurred in the House on a resolution 
offered by Seldon, of Louisiana, for the 
appointment of a joint select Committec 
on the Louisiana troubles. It was op- 
posed by many of the leacing members 
on both sides of the House and aided 
by others. Finally a resolution was 
offered by Garfield, of Ohio, was adopt- 
ed in its stead referring to the whole 
matter, with the message from the Pres- 
ident thereon to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


Inauguration ofthe Rival Governe 
ors of Lonisiana. 
New January 13.—The 
inauguration ceremonies passed off 
qaietly. The weather was clear and 
pleasant. 
McEnery wes inaugurated in Lafay- 
ette Square. Several thousand persons 
were present,many of whom were ladies. 
The ceremonies Opened with prayer by 
Bishop Wilmer. A valedictory address, 
delivered by Bishop Pieasce, was folluw- 
ei by an inaugural address by McEnery. 
Tne oath of office was then adminis- 
tered and the ceremonies concluded 
with benediction by Rey. J. RK. Gret- 
heim. 
Kellogg was inaugurated at Mechan- 
ics Institute, the deors of which are 
still guarded by United States soldiers.
